Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election of species II in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 



The drawings are objected to because the sectional views are not properly cross- 
hatched (see MPEP 608.02). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed In the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 



Claims 1, 2, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



by US 6,204,448 (hereafter Garland). 
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Garland discloses, referring to figure 3A, a liousing (303) having an opening a 
member (302) with a surface at the opening and a feed through (306) brazed to the 
housing, the member having an opening adjacent to the feed through, minimizing 
surface area contact. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any inten/ening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 4 states the limitation "wherein the feedthrough is made of ceramic". 
This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed limitations was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art.
